Or  ftatement  thereof  and  give  a  receipt 
therefor,  and  carefully  put  and  preferve 
on  file,  every  fuch  paper  or  writing,  and 
lay'  the  farne  before  the  Commiliionet s. 
when  met,  for  fettling  and  adjuiiing  the 
claims  aforefaid. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ena-Hed,  That 
the  aforefaid  receiver  of  public  monies, 
and  two  other  perfons,  who  fhall  be  ap- 
pointeu  by  the  Prefideut  of  the  U  lit  d 
States,  alone  fhall  be  commiiTioned  for  ;he

purchafer  the  like  difcount,  as  is  allowed 
by  the  fourth  claufe  of  the  fifth  lection  of 
the  aci  laft  above  recited  and  on  pu\  ment 
in  full  and  a  final  fcttUment  had,  heliiall 
give  his  certificate  thereof,  upon  produ- 
cing which  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Trca- 
firy,  a  patent  lhall  iffue  in  like  manner  as 
.s  provided  by  the  faid  aft  laft  above  reci- 
ted. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacled,  that 
the  (aid  receiver  of  public  monies,  fliall 
be  entitled  to  have,  and  receive,  to  his 
own  ufcj  from  the  refpe&iyc  claimants, 
the  following  fees,  that  is  to  fay  ;  for 
filing  a  notice  and  evidence  of  claim,  or 
ftatement  thereof,  twenty  five  cents,  for 
giving  a  copy  thereof,  twelve  and  a  half 
cents  for  everv  one  hundred  words  ;  and 
;be  faid  commiHioners  fhall,  as  a  full 
compenfation  for  their  fervices  be  enti- 
tled jointly  to  have  and  receive  from  the 
refpective  claimants,  that  is  to  fay  ;  for 
every  determination  and  entering  the  re- 
fult  in  their  book,  at  the  rate  of  three 
dollars  for  every  feclion;  for  every  certi- 
ficate and  recording  the  fame  at  the  rate 
one  dollar  for  every  feclion.  ' 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacled  that 
all  the  aforefaid  tract  of  country  fhall  be 
furveyed  by  the  Surveyor  General,  as 
foon  as  may  be,  after  the  firft  day  of  Sep- 
tember next,  in  the  manner  herein  after 
directed. 

It  So  much  of  the  faid  tract,  as  lies  be- 
tween the  northern  boundary  line,  and 
the  aforefaid  patent  of  John  Cleves  Sym- 
mes,  and  affociates  ;  and  I  fr  a  el  Ludlow's 
fouthern  boundary  of  the  feventh  entire 
range  of  townfhips,  lhall  be  laid  off  into 
feclions,  agreably  to  northwardly  and 
fouthwarily  lines,  run  under  the  direction 
of  John  Cleves  Symmes,  and  the  marks 
thereon  made  at  the  time  of  running  the 
jforefaid  lines  for  the  corners  of  feclions 
'hall  be  eitablifhed  by  the  furveyor  gene- 
ra!,andealtwardly  and  wefterly  lines  lliall 


be  run  to  interfecT.  the  aforefaid  north- 
wardly and  fouthwardlv  lines,  in  the  cor- 
refponding  marked  points. 

.  And  the  r*fidue  of  the  faid  tract  ly- 
ing north  of  the  aforefaid  fouthern  boun- 
dary of  the  feventh  entire  range,  fhall  be 
laid  off  into  feclions,  according  to  fuch 
uniform  rule  and  method  as  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Surveyor  General,  lhall  beft  iecure 
the  rights  and  inteielt  of  thofe,  who  are 
entitled  to  pre-emption. 

3.  Such  divifion  fhall  be  made  of  fecli- 
ons, according  to  the  claim  of  fuch  who 
obtain  pre-emption  right,  and  the  con- 
tents of  each  and  every  lection, 
and  fuch  divifion  thereof,  fliall  be 
afcertained,  and  the  Surveyor  General 
flull  prepare  and  tranfniit  a  plan  there- 
of, to  the  aforefaid  regiftcr,  immediately 
after  the  faid  furvey  fliall  be  eompleated, 
and  alfo  forward  a  copy  thereof  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treafury. 

Sec.  b1.  And  be  it  further  enabled,  that 
al!  perfons  availing  themfelves  of  a  pre- 
emption under  this  ad,  fliall  make  appli- 
cation for  a  feclion  or  any  part  or  parts 
of  a  feclion  or  feclions,  according  to  the 
eftimated  quantity  of  fix  hundred  and  for- 
ty acres  to  a  feclion,  and  the  amount  of 
the  excefs  or  deficiency  fliall  be  added  to 
or  deducted  from  the  laft  payment,  and 
the  purchafer  fliall  make  payment  for  and 
hold  the  quantity  returned  and  expreff- 
edin  the  plats,  let  the  quantity  be  more 
or  lefs. 

Sec.  9.  And be  it  further  enacled,  that 
tke  duties  of  the  furveyor-general,  of  the 
aforefaid  Regifter,  and  receiver  of  public 
monies,  as  nearly  as  maybe  confident  with 
this  acl  fhall  refpeclively  be  the  fame,  as 
directed  in  and  by  the  laft  recited  act,  and 
the  fees  and  emoluments  lhall  refpect- 
ively be  the  fame,  as  provided  in  the  laid 
act  laft  recited. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  enacled, 
that  after  compleating  the  futveys  agtee- 
ablvto  this  act,  referring  the  lots  marked 
Sixteen  in  each  townlhip,  or  fi  actional  ;.art 
of  a  townfhip  in  which  the  lame  may  be, 
for  the  purpofes  expreffed  in  the  ordi- 
nance of  congrefs  of  the  twentitth  of  May, 
one  thoufand  feven  huudn-.d  and  eighty 
five,  the  relidue  of  the  lands,  and  fo  many 
of  the  aforefaid  pre-emptions,  as  fhallbe- 
come  forfeited  by  reafon  of  failures  of 
payment,  fhall  be  fold  agreeably  to  the 
laft  recited  act. 

Sec.  1 1.  And  be  it further  enacled,  that 
this  acl  fliall  have  full  operation  and  ef- 
feel.any  thing  in  any  former  law  to  the 
contrary  notwith:fanding.

An  providing  for  a  Naval 

Peace  tuUblilhment  and  for  o- 
ther  purpofes. 

Sec.  1.  BE  it  enabled  by  the  Senate  a?id 
House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled, 
That  the  Prelident  of  the  United  States 
be,  and  he  hereby  is  authorized  whenever 
the  dilution  of  public  affairs  llrall  in  his 
opinion, render  it  expedient  to  caufe  to  be 
fold:  they  being  lirlt  diverted  of  their  guns 
and  military  ftores,  which  are  to  be 
carefully  preferved,  all  or  any  of  the  fliips 
and  vcfiels  belonging  to  the  Navy,  ex- 
cept the  frigates  United  States,  Conltitu- 
tion,  Prelident,  Chefapeak,  Philadelphia, 
Conftelhtion,  Congrefs  New- York,  Bof- 
ton,  Ellex,  Adams,  John  Adams,  and  Ge- 
nera! Greene ;  and  alfo  to  lay  up  all  the 
frigates  thus  to  be  retained,  except  fuch 
as  are  directed  by  this  act  to  he  kept  in 
conftantfervice  in  time  of  peace. 

Sec'  2.  And  be  it  enacled,  that  fix  of  the 
frigates  to  be  retained  fliall  be  kept  in  con- 
ftant  fervice  in  time  of  peace  and  (hall 
be  officered  and  manned  as  the  prelident 
of  the  United  States  may  direct,  not  to 
exceed  however  two-thirds  of  the  pre- 
fent  compliment  of  feamen  and  ordinary 
feamsn  ;  the  relidue  of  the  frigates  to  be 
retained  fhall  be  laid  up  in  convenient  ports 
and  there  fliall  be  permanently  attached 
to  each  frigate  folaid  up,one  failingmalter, 
one  boatfwain  one  gunner,  one  carpenter, 
and  one  cook,one  ferjeant,  or  corporal  of 
marines,  and  eight  marines;  and  to  the 
luge  frigates  twelve,  and  to  the  fmall 
frigates  ten  feamen;  the  failin g-m after 
flull  have  the  general  care  and  fuperin- 
tendeuce  of  the  ihip  ;  and  lhall  generally 


execute  fuch  other  duties  of  a  purfer  as 
n:y  be  neceffary. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  enaEled,  that  from  and 
after  the  day  when  the  reduction  of  the 
Navy  fhall  take  place,  as  aforefaid,  tlv; 
navy  ration  lhall  cuifift  of  as  follews;  on 
Sunday,  fourteen  ouces  of  bread,one  and 
quarter  pound  of  beef,  half  a  pound  of 
flour,  one  quarter  of  a  pound  of  luet,  one 
half  pint  of  diftilled  fpirita  ;  Monday,  four- 
teen ounces  of  bread,  one  pound  of  pork, 
half  pint  of  peafe,  one  half  pint  of  diftillecl 
fpirits  ;  Tuelday,  fourteen  ounces  of 
bread,  one  pound  of  beef,  two  ounces  of 
cheefe,  one  half  pint  of  diftilled  fpirits  ; 
Wednefday,  fourteen  ounces  of  bread, 
one  pound  of  pork,  half  pint  of  rice,  one 
half  pint  of  diftilled  fpirits ;  Thurfday, 
fourteen  ounces  of  bread,  one  and  a  quar- 
ter pound  of  beef,  half  pound  of  flour, 
quarter  pound  of  fue^,  one  half  pint  of 
diftilled  fpirits  ;  Friday,  fourteen  ounces 
of  bread,  four  ounces  of  cheefe,  two  oun- 
ces of  hutter,  half  pint  of  rice,  half  pint 
of  Molaffes,  one  half  pint  of  diftilled  fpi- 
rits ;  Saturday,  fourteen  ounces  of  bread, 
one  pound  of  pork,  half  pint  of  peafe,  half 
pint  vinegar,  one  half  pint  of  diftilled 
fpirits. 

Sec.  4.  Be  it  further  mailed,  that  the 
Prelident  of  the  United  Stater.,  retain  in 
the  Navy  Service  in  time  of  Peace,  nine 
Captains,  thirty  fix  Lieutenants,  and  one 
hundred  and  fifty  midfhipmen,  including 
thofe  employed  on  board  of  the  fix  frigates 
to  be  kept  in  fervice  1  and  that  he  be  au- 
thorized to  difcharge  all  the  other  officers 
in  tiie  Navv  Service  of  the  United  States  ; 
but  fuch  of  the  aforefaid  officers  as  fliall 
be  retained  in  the  fervice,  fhall  be  enti- 
tled to  receive  no  more  than  half  their 
monthly  pay  during  the  time  when  they 
fliall  not  be  under  orders  for  actual  fer- 
vice. 

bee.  5.  Be  it  further  enacled,  That  all 
the  commiffioned,  and  warrant  officers, 
who  fliall  be  difcharged  as  aforefaid  fliall 
be  entitled  to  receive,  four  months  pay 
over  and  above  what  may  be  due  totham 
refpectively  at  the  time  of  their  difcharge.

BE  it  enacled  by  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  *f  the  United  States  of 
America,  in  Congress  assembled,  That 
from  and  after  the  thirty-firft  day  of 
March  next,  the  towns  of  Briitol,  Warren 
and  Barrington,  in  the  State  of  Rhode 
Illand,  and  Providence  Plantations,  and 
all  the  fliores  and  waters  around  the  fame, 
within  the  following  liuvt?,  via.  a  line  be- 
ginning at  the  middle  of  the  bjy  between 
Mount  Hope  and  Common  Fence  point, 
running  fouth  wefterly  through  the  mid- 
dle of  Briftol  Ferry,  and  continuing  fuch 
courfe  until  it  ftrikes  a  point  ofetrualdif- 
tanctt  from  Rhode  Illand  to  Prudence  Ill- 
and,from  thence  northwardly  on  a  ftraight 
line  to  the  weftermoft  part  of  Nahanc 
point,  and  from  thence  to  the  weftern 
fhore  of  Bullocks  point,  fhall  be  a  diftrict, 
to  be  called  the  diftrict  of  Briftol,  of  which

And  be  it  further  enacted  that 
faid  port  of  Briftol  lhall  alio  be  a  port  of 
entry,  for  all  fhips  or  veffels  arriving  from 
the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  or  places  beyond 
the  fame. 

Sec.  y.  And  be  it  further  enacled,T\\zt 
from  and  after  the  laid  thirty  firft  day  of 
March  next,  the  towns  of  Kittery  and 
Berwick  in  the  State  of  Mafluchufctts, 
fluil  be  annexed  to  the  diftrict  of  Ports- 
mouth in  New-IIamplhire,  as  Ports  of  de- 
livery only,-  provided  that  nothing  herein, 
contained  lhall  be  conftrued  to  prevent 
the  mafter  or  commander  of  any  fhip  or 
veffel,  having  merchandise  on  board,  defli.

LONDON',  March  4. 
The  Auflrian  ambaiTador  at  Berlin,  had 
received  orders  toan  propole  alliance  be- 
tween the  courts  of  Vienna  and  Berlin, 
tendingto  the  welfare  of  Germany;  and  is 
have  leccived  the  moll  favorable  affuran- 
faid  tocea  of  the  reaHine  s  of  the  latter 
court  to  coinpiy  with  this  propofal.  The 
Archduke  Charles,  it  is  added,  has  writ- 
"  en  to  the  emperor  of  Ruffia,  and  hopes 
are  entertained  that  a  good  underftand- 
ing  between  the  courts  will  be  re-cfta- 
'  lilhed  in  confequence  thereof.

GLASGOW,  March  7. 
In  the  note  transmitted  by  order  of  his 
Pruihan  majefty  to  lord  C,arvsfort,  our 
amhaffudor  at  Berlin,  his  Pruffiari  majefty 
does  not  hefltate  to  declare  his  acceffton 
to  the  convention  concluded  at  Peterf- 
burg  on  the  16th  of  December  between 
Ruffia,  Denmark  and  Sweden ;  that  he  will 
take  a  direct  (hare  in  all  the  events  which 
interell  the  canfe  of  the  neutral  powers, 
and  maintain  tint  connexion  by  fuch  pow- 
erfuimeafure  as  t he  i input  ft:  of  circumstan- 
ces may  require,  and  that,  it  is  only  by 
entirely  taking  oft*  the  embargo,  laid  by 
Britain,  on  Daniih  and  Swedifh  vefTels, 
affairs  can  be  brought  to  their  former  lit- 
uartiori.  His  Pruffian  majefty,  with  diftin- 
guifhed  modefty,  aflerts,  that  there  exift 
difcuffions  between  the  courts  of  Peters- 
burg and  Lor.don,  which  have  by  no  means 
any  thing  to  do  with  thebufinefs  which 
Britain  h-s  interwoven  with  it.  After 
fuch  an  intimation,  fcarcely  a  doubt  rem- 
ains what  part  the  court  of  Be  rim  will 
take  in  this  momentous  queftion:  and  how 
ever  much  to  be  lamented,  not  a  doubt  re- 
mains what  mull  be  the  conduct  of  our 
government;  we  indeed  have  no  choice, 
our  exigence  as  a  naval  power,  depends 
upon  decilion.  That  nuetral  Ihips  May

LONDON,  March  4. 

Capture  of  tie  Kent,  Last  li.diarr.ar.. 

It  is  will)  great  concern  we  announce 
the  capture  of  the  Kent,  Eait  Indiatnan, 
in  the  Bay  of  Eengal,  on  the  7th  of  Oc- 
tober, off  the  Sand  iitads,  by  the  Confi- 
ance,  French  privateer,  of  20  ^uns  and 
250  men,  after  an  obllinate  engagement 
of  near  one  hour  and45  minute*,  in  which 
Capt.  Rivington,  of  the  Kent,  was  unfor- 
tunately killed  bravely  defending  the 
company's  property,  till  the  lull  moment 
of  his  exillence,  when  he  exclaimed, 
"  do  not  give  Bp  the  fliip."  Mr.  Cator, 
a  free  merchant,  alio  fell,  covered  with 
wounds.  All  the  furviving  paiTengers 
who  were  able  to  be  moved  were  put  on 
boaid  an  Arab,  and  landed  in  Calcutta. 

HOUSE  OF  LORDS. 

The  Earl  of  Suffolk  laid,  be  obfefVed 
there  was  no  report  from  the  committee, 
on  the  high  price  of  provilions  :  that  con- 
fiderhig  the  ftate  of  the  country,  he  was 
extremely  forry  to  obferve  the  delay  in 
receiving  the  report,  and  if  any  lord  be- 
longing the  committee  were  then  pref^nt, 
he  would  be  glad  to  be  informed  of  the 
caufe  of  the  delay. 

The  Duke  of  Athol  (who  is  a  mcn.bcr 
of  the  committee)  faid  they  were  procee- 
ding with  all  the  diligence  and  attention 
po'.nbl-  ,  but  deferred  a  report  till  they 
could  lay  a  general  view  of  the  fubjeci 
before  the  houfe. 

Lord  Suffolk  faid  the  price  of  bread 
was  daily  rifing,  and  with  it  all  other  nc- 
ceffaries  ;  that  he  apprehended  the  valt 
influx  of  paper  currency  was  the  great 
caule  of  it.  He  therefore  meant  to  pro- 
pofeameafure  t«  prevent  the  payment 
of  any  paper  except  that  of  the  bank  of 
England. 

The  Duke  of  Athol  called  the  noble 
lord  to  order,  and  faid  it  was  utterly  un- 
precedented to  introduce  a  ineafure  of 
that  extreme  importance,  without  a  re- 
gular notice. 

Earl  Fitzwilliam  faid  his  noble  friend 
was  perftilly  in  order,  and  in  fact  did  no 
more  than  intimate,  in  a  liberal  manner, 
a  meafure  he  might  think  it  neceffaay  to 
bring  forward  after  feeing  the  report  of 
the  committee. 

Lord  Romney  (who  is  alfo  a  member 
of  the  committee)  laid  they  were  procee- 
ding with  all  polnble  difpatch,  but  were 
unwilling  to  adopt  any  haily  and  partial 
meafareai  Too  much  had  been  already 
feen  of  the  mii'chief  of  adopting  a  partial 
and  ha!ly  meafure  (alluding  to  the  brown 
bread  bill)  and  therefore  he  deprecated 
any  pretluie  cf  the  butinefs. 

NORTHERN  CONFEDERACY. 

The  follwing  is  the  anfwer  of  Baron 
Ehrenfward  to  the  notification  of  Lord 
Grenville,  ef  the  151I1  of  January,  Rating 
that  an  embargo  had  been  laid  on  the  Dan- 
iih and  Sweedifh  fhin*  in  England. 

"The  uudcrugned  Miniiler  Flenipo- 
tenciary  of  his  Imperial  Swedilh  Majelly 
received  the  official  notification,  by  which 
his  excellency  Lord  Orenville,  firfl  mi- 
nuter of  ftate,  fiJnific-d  to  the  undji  figned 
that  bis  Britanh  Majefty  had  ordered  an 
embargo  to  be  laid  on  all  the  Swedilh  fhipa 
in  the  harbors  within  his  dominimis.  So 
unexpected  an  event  between  powers  who  II 
were  in  relations  of  friendfhi,)  towards  H 
each  other,  was  received  with  alloniflimciit  ; 
by  his  imperial  majelly,  who  was  not  on-  Ij 
ly  unconfeious  of  having  given  his  Brita-  N 
iiie  majefty  the.  leaft  caufe  of  complaint,  | 
but  ou  the  contrary,  was  entitled  to  have  !! 
demanded  indemnification  for  repeated 
iggrefion*.    Ailuated  by  this  reflection, 
he  rather  expecled  that  the  notification 
was  tranfmitted  with  the  view  to  bury 
hisgrievences  in  oblivion  than  to  give  mC- 
cafioh  for  frelh.ones,  which  would  renew 
the  remembrance  of  thepaft. 

M  As  the  Englilh  court  has  ftated  as  tlie 
ground  of  this  notification,  that  a  mara- 
time  convention  was  in  contemplation  it 
w>>uld  doobtle'fs  have  arlel  with  more 
ju'.tice,  had  it  waited  for  an  official  com- 
munication fr  jsi  the  Svvedilh'Court,  which 
it  .mod  alfu:  edly  would,  in  proper  time, 
have  received,  of  a  convention,  which  is 
-onfidcred  in  fa  odious  a  point  of  view,  as 
to  urge  it  to  an  act  of  violence  a^aintt  a 
court,  whole  connection  with  England 
nothing'elfe  could  ha\  .•diilurbed.  As  the 
difpute  between  the  Englilh  and  Ruffian 
courts  related  to  tlie  liland  ofMalta,  and 
the  declaration  of  the  Danili  court  refer- 
red to  the  convention  r»f  1780,  tire  under- 
figned  can  fee  no  jull  reafm  why  the 
court  of  Sweden,  which  had  given  no 
caufe  of  coinVnint  to  the  ivi  !:'!:,  and 
from  which  no  other  declaration  was  re- 
quired than  whac  related  t-o  the  note  of 


the  37ft  December,  which  has  but  ju:t 
been  received  lliould  be  attacked  la  io 
hoflnlc  a  manner,  before  any  anfwer  had 
been  given  to  tlie  inlinuations  contained 
in  that  note. 

"  '1  lie  undet  Cgned,  who  imparted  the 
contents  of  the  note  of  his  excellency 
Lord  Greenville  to  his  court,  is  obliged, 
in  conformity  to  the  orders  of  his  maf- 
ter,  to  protelt,  as  far  as  by  the  prtfent 
acts  he  can  formally  protelt  againit  the 
embargo  laid  on  the  bw edifli  fhips,  and 
loi's  or  damage  that  may  be  thereby  ccca- 
liontd.  He  dc-niands  in  the  mofl  forti- 
ole  and  exprleCive  terms,  that  in  purfu- 
ance  of  the  it i j  ulation  of  the  treaty  of 
1661,  the  embargo  can  no  otherwife  be 
Cdnfidired  than  as  a  defigned  and  pre  me- 
ditated declaration  of  waron  the  part  ci 
England. 

"  The  undei  figned,  whom  the  expre f- 
fion  of  the  defire  of  the  Britilh  court 
could  not  efcape,  oLferves,  in  the  hofti'e 
determations  by  which  it  is  accompanied, 
only  a  defne  to  give  his  imperial  Majef- 
ty caufe  of  complaint,  as  well  by  the  de- 
tention of  the  convoy,  as  in  refpect  to 
the  affair  of  Barcelona.  He  wilhed  the 
Britilh  court  had  confirmed  the  truth  of 
its  affurances  by  its  actions,  in  which 
cafe  this  court  would  have  been  actuated 
by  correfponding  fentiments.

The  houfe  belonging  to,  and  occupied 
hy  Col.  Rogers,  in  Market  it  rcct,  was  this 
morning,  tcgether  with  the  whole  cf  its 
contents,  reduced  to  a  pile  of  ruins.  The 
fire  it  appears  was  kindled  by  the  hands 
of  a  villainous  incendiary,  i  n  the  cellar 
immediately  under  the  main  flair  cafe 
and  fo  completely  were  his  diabolical 
plans  executed,  although  fomething  of 
the  kind  from  his  threats,  was  fufpedted 
that  the  fcreams  and  lamentations  of 
ihofe  within  and  who  efcaped  with  the 
uimoft  difficulty  from  the  flames,  faving 
only  their  linen,  were  thefirll  intimations 
their  neighbors  had  of  the  dreadful  cataf- 
trophe.  The  main  fta,ir  cafe,  and  the 
whole  interior  of  the  houfe  below,  were 
enveloped  in  flames  when  the  family 
awoke.  The  children,  and  thofe  Who 
llept  in  the  back  building,  reached  the 
firlt  floor  by  the  back  Hair  cafe,  and  goi 
out  of  the  back  windows — thofe  in  the" 
front  buildings  were  fafed  by  precipita- 
ting theml'cKes  out  of  the  fecond  Hory 
windows.  Before  the  alarm  became  ge- 
neral, or  the  neceffary  affutance  could  ar- 
rive, it  was  beyond  ihe  power  of  human 
exertions  to  fave  the  lealt  article  in  the 
houfe,  and  the  greateil  efforts  of  the  citi- 
zens, which  were  confpivnous  on  the  oc- 
Cafion, aided  by  a  fortunate  calm,  coulda- 
(one  haw  wretedfrom  deilrudftion  the  ad- 
joining biddings,  efpecially  the  ele-ant 
houfe  belonging toNfr.  Tierrtah  .which  waa 
thrice  on  fire.  Never  was  that  dellruct- 
ive  element  more  U neon tr riled,  or  havoc 
more  complete — cam,  books,  furniture, 
plate,  apparel,  &o.  &c.  were  alike  invoL 
ved  in  indiscriminate  ruin,  and  a  ccnfi- 
Jerable  fum  which  Col.  Rffgeri  had  in  a, 
pocket  book  |u  his  coat  pocket,  received 
too  late  the  evening  before  to  be  put  into 
the  bank — even  that  he  was  unable  to 
fave  !
